2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a method of minimizing latency for streaming time-varying 
multimedia content and a computer system for receiving and playback multimedia data 
as variously claimed. Particularly, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
features of an encoded bit stream for the multimedia content comprising an initial portion 
encoded at a bit rate less than a transmission rate and represented with a low resolution 
encoding and a subsequent portion encoded at a bit rate equal to the transmission rate 
and represented with an encoding having a higher resolution than the low resolution 
encoding; continuing to receive the initial portion of the encoded bit stream until the 
buffer of the computer system contains enough multimedia data to prevent underflow or 
overflow while presenting the subsequent portion of the encoded bit stream, and 
stopping reception of the initial portion of tile encoded bit stream and beginning reception 
of the subsequent portion when the buffer of the computer system contains enough 
multimedia data to prevent underflow or overflow while presenting the subsequent 
portion of the encoded bit stream.
